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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 10/1 1/2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The 112, first and second paragraph rejections of the 7/13/2004 Office Action are 
herein incorporated by reference. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., time delay having a temporal order or concurrent order) are not recited in the 
rejected claim(s). In fact the only mention of time in regard to the claimed time delay 
(see specification pages 6 and 7, paragraphs 0024 and 0027) is a 10 second-time 
delay. Thus, it appears the 112, first and second paragraph rejections regarding the 
time delay/resetting of the modes is proper. With regard to the claims-claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns . 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

With regard to applicant's argument that the temporal order is due to the inherent 
electrical characteristics of some [emphasis added] circuit components it is not clear 
from applicant's arguments what circuits of applicant's invention inherently have these 
features or if applicant's claimed circuit possesses these inherent features. Not all 
circuits possess these inherent electrical characteristics. Additionally, it would appear 
now based on applicant's arguments (inherent electrical characteristics) that the prior 
art rejections (now withdrawn) would still apply due to the inherent electrical 
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characteristics of the prior art circuitry. Although it appears that these rejections could 
be reinstated, they have not been.
